His books, espe- 
cially his latest book, “ The Revelation of 
Jesus,’ eaused a notable stir. Briefiy the 
book argued that the entire inspired teach- 
ings of the Bible were contained in the 
words of Christ.. It negatively discredits 
the works of the apostles. It teaches that 
the Savior did not teach that he was of 
divine origin. | 

The discussion of thoes idbes Spread over 
the entire church in the West, and the view 
held by some theological students who 
studied under. Professor Gilbert took on a 
deeper shade, it seems, even than his writ- 
ings and teachings gave. The examination 
papers of some students showed such a 
refiection of the teachings of Professor Gil- 
bert that they were submitted in the con- 
sideration of the questions before the ai- 
rectors at s inquiry.

Frankfort, Ky., 
State Board of Election Commissioners, it 
is reported, has practically decided to give 
to General W. 8. Taylor, Republican, the 
certificate of election as Governor of Ken- 
tucky. The commissioners, according to a 
man who claims to know, have reached a 
decision. If this report is correct the only 
hope of the followers of Senator William 
Goebel, the Democratic,candidate, is that 
Commissioner Ellis may be brought to 


change his mind before a formal announce- 


ment of the decision is made late tomor- 
row evening or Saturday morning. Cer- 
tificates of election would also be issued 
to the other Republica candidates on the 


‘ticket. | 
‘Will Make Long Report. 


: The finding of the commissioners will be 
presented in ® report of 3,000 words. At 
conferences held this afternoon and tonight 
‘the attention of the board, it is asserted, 
was confined solely to the preparation of 
evidence supporting the verdict in favor of 
‘Taylor and asserting that the commissioners 
have no right to go behind the certified re- 
turns, but must act only as a canvassing 
board.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—Sir Chihchen Lo-Feng- 
Luh, the Chinese Ambassador, presided over 
the dinner and debate of the Article club at 
Queen's Hall tonight. The subject of the 
debate being “The Development of British 
Trade in China,” his Excellency proposed 
the usual toast to the Queen, saying:

REPORT oF MAJOR MARSHALL on 
IN 


Re Done Until the City Removes the 


nels — Channel Twenty-one Feet 
Recommended. ; | 


a special report referred to Congress today 
Major Marshall strongly recommends dredg- 
ing the Chicago River to a depth of twenty- 
one feet, but says the work must not be done 
until the city removes the center piers of the 
bridges and lowers or removes the tunnels. 

He says ‘the cost of this work will be about 
‘$810,600, but if unusually onerous conditions 
are not imposed in regard to the disposition 
of the soil from the excavations the work 
can be done for about $500,000. 
The report of Major Marshall is substan- 
tially as follows: | 

“ The vessels carrying Chicago River com- 
merce in 1898 reached the number of 15,720, 
with a tonnage of 11,264,228. On acount of 
obstructions by bridges, tunnels, and bends 
the larger boats cannot enter the river above 
La Salle street, nor above the junction of the 
two main branches atall, | 

“To what extent the existing docks and 
wharves will allow dredging can only be 
ascertained by actual trial. These docks 
have been constructed for about twelve feet 
of water, and some of the foundations of 
the bhildings will fall if the river fs deepened 
materially. Property-owners will probably 
be willfag| to strengthen the weakness of 
the docks and bulkheads, as all business en- 
terprises depending upon water communica- 
tion severely feel the want of the capacity of 
the river to accommodate large vessels. — 


Things to Be Undone First. 

“The river is worthy of improvement by 
the general government, provided the arti- 
ficial obstructions and the property of the 
City of Chicago and other corporations, con- 
sisting of tunnels and bridges, are removed 
or modified by their owners. A number of 
bridges are practically worn out and un- 
safe; the docks are in a large part decayed. 

“When all the government work is com- 
pleted, including the recently built docks, 
there will be less than three miles of docks 
and wharves that may be reasonably ex- 
pected to stand a channel of twenty-one feet. 

“The bridge piers and abutments are not 
adapted to such depths, and especially on 
the south and east of the main channel, and 
the eg? Branch extending about two 
miles, or from Michigan pyenee to Harrison 
street. 

“Heavy buildings have ‘been built along. 
the dock lines but a few feet back, and” 
dredging to seventeen feet has caused some 
failures in the foundations and docks. — 


Opposition from City Government. 
“ The improvement of the navigation of 
the Chicago River from the outset has been 


complicated at every turn, It was met by 
' the apparent apathy on the part of the popu- 
| lation, wh 


resented delays at swing bridges 
and the filthy condition of the stream. It 
has been obstructed by the city government 
_by improper center pier bridges and tunnels 
under it with inadequate depth over them; 
by dumping street cleanings into the river 
under the name of snow; by allowing en- 
croachments of private docks into the cha 
nel;-and using it as an optfall for its 
system, 

“Further obstacles are presented in the 
unwritten law observed by Congress to ¢x- 
pend no monéey on the improvement of har- 


cept at interstate streams, like the Calumet 
River, and by the limit on the city as to 
debt and taxation. 

** Since 1890 the War department has fren: 
ly resisted all attempts to further obstruct 
the most important parts of the river with 
center pier bridges; and the dumping of 
street cleanings, and by the encroachments 
on the channels by docks. The contests over 
these matters with the city and corpora- 
tions have been numerous, 


How Work Must Progress. 


“To Improve the river for deep draft 
vessels the order in which the work should 
be doffe is to lower the crowns of the tun- 
nels to at least twenty-two feet below the 
Chicago datum and begin to dredge simul- 
taneously to twenty or twenty-one feet, 
commencing at the mouth of the river at 
the juncture of the branches. At once 
vessels which now navigate the river can 
begin to load deeper, increasing their cargo 
capacity from 33 to 70 per cent, thus utiliz- 
ing the deep channel as rapidly as it is 


dredged. 

, beginning the removal of the 
bridges "at the junction of the two 
main branches. by substituting cen- 
ter channel with at least 
120 feet of clear central span. On the 
South Branch the span should be at least 
150 feet in the clear. ‘The North Branch 
is throttled near the junction at Kingie 
street by three obstructive bridges. As fast 
as the substitution of the modern bridges 
for the unsuitable types can be made, and 
the docks strengthened, the largest vessels 
afloat én the lakes can appear along the 
Chicago River and carry full cargoes; but 
for long distances, notably from Adams to 
Twelfth streets, they cannot pass each other 
on the narrow channel. _ 

“A turning basin for large vessels has 
been provided by the United States at the 
junction of the South Branch and its South 


Fork. A basin should also be constructed 
for the North Branch at the head of Goqse 


Island cutoff. 

“Tf the river is to be maintained as the 
main harbor of Chicago it must be material- 
ly widened as well as deepened. 

** The improvement for the North Branch 
is simple and may readily be made for the 
largest vessels. It’ is not likely that it will 
ever be taxed for the purposes of drainage 
as the South Branch.” |

not see anything discouraging in the report of 
The estimated cost, he 
was not so great as to stand in the way of the fan. 
portant improvements. ‘‘ The lowering of the tun- 
nels, of course, must precefle any work at yd 
ing,”’ he said. ‘‘ That the street railroad 
pany will likely do. If I) were the company, a 
certainly would find it to my advantage to do it, 
done, the twenty-one-foot channel would 
quickly follow.
